CHRISTMAS  AT  ST.  LUKE’S 
Some  Notes  From  Santa’s  Diary 

Practical  evidence  of  the  removal  of  wartime  pressure  was  mani¬ 
fested  at  St.  Luke’s  this  year  in  the  partial  revival  of  pre-Avar  Christ¬ 
mas  festivities. 

As  usual,  Santa  got  busy  on  his  Christmas  missives  weeks  before 
the  Great  Festival.  Meanwhile,  he  Avas  “Seeing  and  hearing  things.” 

Suspicious  groups  of  nurses  were  to  be  observed  from  time  to 
time.  Rumors  of  rehearsals,  musical  and  otherAvise,  were  floating 
about.  The  Directress  of  the  Training  School  and  the  Hospital 
Housekeeper  Avere  reported  making  sorties  into  Toyland.  Generous 
driends  of  the  Hospital,  playing  the  “Good  FelloAv”  part,  evidently  had 
sent  them  forth  amply  provided  Avith  funds  for  their  mission. 

By  Christmas  Eve  the  Chapel,  Training  School,  Wards  and  other 
parts  of  the  buildings  had  been  appropriately  and  tastefully  decorated. 
Preparations  for  the  Great  Feast  were  completed. 

Early  on  Christmas  Eve  strains  of  “Holy  Night,  Silent  Night”, 
“O,  Come  All  Ye  Faithful”,  “It  Came  Upon  the  Midnight  Clear”,  etc., 
resounded  in  the  halls.  Fifteen  of  the  nurses  had  prepared  themselves 
for  the  carol  singing  and  Avere  marching  throughout  the  buildings 
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singing-  carols,  making  stops  at  the  various  wards  by  the  way.  Some¬ 
how,  Santa  missed  his  usual  participation  in  this  annual  event  but  is 
assured  that  it  afforded  much  good  cheer  and  pleasure  to  the  patients 
as  to  the  singers  themselves. 

The  hour  of  his  first  engagement  approaching,  he  was  making  his 
way  to  the  chimney  when  “lo  and  behold,”  he  found  himself  a  distant 
observer  of  a  five-act  serio-comic  performance  that  had  been  staged  in 
the  gymnasium  with  an  all-star  cast.  Part  of  the  secret  is  out.  His 
notes  on  this  part  of  the  evening  are  based  upon  gossip  and  gleanings. 

Scene  First:  Presents  1921  B  assembled  in  the  room  of  one  of 
the  members  of  the  class  engaged  in  a  discussion  of  “What  They 
Should  do  for  the  Christmas  Party.”  One  needs  but  to  know  the 
versatility  of  members  of  this  group  to  form  a  pretty  clear  idea  of 
the  flow  of  wit  and  humor,  with  local  coloring,  that  kept  the  audience 
in  a  roar  of  laughter.  They  discussed,  they  decided,  they  did  it  with 
great  success.  This  scene  included  a  Little  Tom  Thumb  exhibition 
successfully  staged. 

Scene  Two :  Presents  1922  A  in  “The  S|)ider's  Christmas”,  a 
story  told  by  Miss  Hamilton  to  members  of  the  class  dressed  as  chil¬ 
dren.  Needless  to  say,  this  was  an -attractive  and  interesting  sketch. 

Scene  Three :  The  “Hurdy  Gurdy”  scene  brought  out  Miss 
Bridge  and  Miss  Fisher  in  gala  attire,  assisted  by  a  member  of  a 
famous  tribe  that  has  preserved  its  identity  and  characteristics 
throughout  all  the  ages.  It  was  a  dance  scene,  amusing  and  enter¬ 
taining.  But  the  music  seemed  a  little  beyond  the  majority  of  the 
couples  on  the  floor  and  best  understood  by  the  primitive  performer. 

Scene  Four :  1922  B  scores  a  great  success  by  solving  the  vexed 

servant  girl  question  in  a  parliament  of  those  who  serve.  The  members 
of  this  parliament  certainly  exhibited  a  clear  conception  of  their  rights 
and  prerogatives,  their  power  and  purpose.  They  presented  their 
cause  with  eloquent  ability.  For  a  time  things  looked  dark  for  ihe 
helpless  housekeeper.  But  faithful  Maggie  saved  the  day  just  in  time 
to  make  certain  our  Christmas  dinner,  for  which  we  are  duly  grateftd. 

Scene  Five:  This  brings  out  the  members  of  1920  A-B-C  in  a 
Christmas  sketch  entitled  “Tom’s  Plan.”  The  Skinner  family  were 
busily  engaged  in  arranging  their  Christmas  festivities  when  it  is  dis¬ 
covered  that  Tom,  the  young  hopeful,  is  altogether  out  of  sorts  and 
sym])athy.  Sarah  had  told  him  that  Santa  would  put  a  whip  in  his 
stocking,  when  one  day  he  had  taken  a  bite  out  of  one  of  her  hot  pies. 
Tom  resolves  to  be  as  naughty  as  he  can  and  ])ut  Santa  to  the  test. 
Quietly  making  his  way  to  the  chimney  with  his  burden  of  presents, 
Santa  came  down  with  a  “Free  Delivery”  thud  knocking  over  the 
screen  l)cfore  the  fireplace,  only  to  find  himself  in  the  home  of  the 
family  group  that  had  been  awaiting  his  advent.  A  beautifully  «lec- 
orated,  heavily  laden  Christmas  tree  stood  in  one  corner  of  the  rc'om. 

.A.  startled  cry  from  a  small  boy  in  hiding  brought  about  the  dis¬ 
covery  of  Tom,  who  had  thrown  the  Avhole  household  into  a  state  of 
turmoil  by  his  plan  to  try  out  old  Santa.  The  other  children  came 
rushing  in  gleefully  greeting  Santa  and  giving  him  the  |)resent  they 
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had  so  thoughtfully  provided.  Questions  and  explanations  follow. 
Tom  learns  his  mistake  and  is  sorry. 

“Now  for  the  presents,  and  a  jolly  good  time,”  exclaims  Santa. 
Letters  had  been  pouring  in  on  Santa  for  weeks.  Some  of  these  must 
receive  attention  first. 

There  is  one  from  the  very  youth  who  has  staged  this  Christmas 
play.  She  has  become  enamored  of  the  work  and  is  cherishing  great 
ambitions.  She  writes  for  a  Mary  Pickford  doll  that  may  be  an  in¬ 
spiration  to  her.  Turning  to  the  tree,  Santa  removed  the  wrappings 
from  an  attractive  mechanical  doll.  Senorita  Robert!  was  invited  to 
the  front  to  receive  the  gift.  To  demonstrate  the  wonder  of  this  doll 
Santa  pressed  one  of  a  row  of  buttons  on  her  shoulder  and  she  danced 
forth,  a  veritable  fairy,  circling  about  the  stage  in  butterfly  fashion.

The  next  was  a  letter  addressed  to  Marion  Harlan  from  Reddy, 
he  of  mortuary  fame.  Greatly  perplexed  by  his  admiration  for  a  half 
dozen  young  women  who  reciprocated  his  attentions,  in  doubt  whether 
they  might  admire  him  because  of  his  figure,  his  auburn  locks,  his 
wit,  or  his  efficiency  and  brilliant  prospects,  he  conceives  of  a  ban¬ 
quet  at  the  Blackstone  on  New  Year’s  Eve  with  covers  for  seven,  to 
solve  the  problem.  But  the  H.  C.  of  L.  staggers  him.  What  would 
she  advise  ? 

She  refers  the  letter  to  Santa.  He,  after  careful  consideration, 
advises  Reddy  to  avoid  entering  into  society  at  his  tender  age ;  to 
apph'  himself  to  his  books,  and,  presenting  him  with  a  tin  horn,  to 
confine  himself  to  a  harmless  “Toot”  all  by  himself  on  New  Year’s 
Eve. 

A  voung  Nurse  just  back  from  the  front  (the  lake  front)  has 
fallen  madly  in  love  with  the  “Military.”  Would  Santa  please  send 
her  a  handsome,  well  groomed,  brave  soldier  boy?  P.  S.  A  promis¬ 
ing  recruit,  if  one  in  uniform  is  not  possible. 

Santa  steps  to  the  tree,  drops  the  sheets  from*  another  mechanical 
figure,  presses  a  button,  and  one  of  the  rarest  specimens  of  military 
promise  marches  forth  with  such  soldierly  bearing,  that  the  audience 
is  convulsed  with  feelings  of  patriotism,  etc. 

Bernice  is  called  out  to  receive  the  gift.  Santa  demonstrates  his 
ability.  He  is  of  the  true  “Oscarvitch”  line.  Note  the  alertness  and 
precision  of  his  movements.  In  the  manual  of  arms  he  is  already  pro¬ 
ficient.

Santa  has  a  huge  box  for  Petey.  Just  as  he  is  about  to  present 
it,  Mrs.  Dink  steps  forward  asking  what  is  happening.  Mabel  ex¬ 
claims,  “Oh,  Uncle  Petey,  let’s  open  it  now.”  She  opens  it  and  box 
after  box  labelled  cigarettes  is  piled  on  the  table.  Mrs.  Dink  delves 
deeper.  larg'e  bottle  labelled  “Pop,”  then  another,  and  still  another. 
“Petey  must  belong  to  the  Artillery,”  exclaims  Santa,  and  Mrs.  Dink  : 
“Petey  Dink  you  come  with  me.”  Merry  Christmas,  Petey. 

One  more. 

Dear  Santa :  I  am  conscious  of  a  peculiar  sensation  in  the  region 
of  my  heart.  Sometimes  there  is  a  woozy  feeling  in  my  head.  I  am 
in  a  great  quandary.  Is  m3"  condition  due  to  organic  heart  trouble 
and  high  blood  pressure,  or  am  I  in  love?  Please  send  me  a  skilled 
nurse  to  cure  me  of  m3'  ailment.  whateA^er  it  is. 

Tom. 

Once  more  the  tree. 

The  sheets  dropped  from  another  hg-ure.  Tom  is  iiiA'ited  to  a 
seat  on  the  stage.  A  button  is  pressed  and  there  appears  a  most  beau¬ 
tiful  Red  Cross  Nurse.  Santa  i)resses  a  button.  The  nurse  places  a 
thermometer  under  the  patient’s  tongue.  Another  button,  and  a 
watch  is  placed  in  his  hand,  her  hand  upon  his  wrist.  Another  but¬ 
ton.  The  thermometer  is  thrust  out  for  Santa  to  read-^1 10 — -ITm 
seems  to  be  a  ver3'  warm  hearted  3'outh,  remarks  Santa.  Santa  ad¬ 
vises  another  trial.  This  is  a  little  protracted.  There  is  a  cr3',

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REPORT  FROM  NATIONAL  CONVENTION. 

At  the  April  meeting  Miss  Evelyn  Kimmel  gave  a  very  interest¬ 
ing  report  of  the  National  Convention  which  met  in  Atlanta,  Ga., 
April  12th  to  18th. 

The  Convention  was  the  largest  ever  held  in  this  country. 

Three  thousand  nurses  were  present.  An  Illinois  dinner  called 
together  seventy-five  from  our  own  state  and  fifteen  St.  Luke’s 
nurses  met  at  a  breakfast. 

As  an  important  development  in  the  nursing  profession  it  was 
shown  that  the  greatest  degree  of  progress  in  any  department  of 
nursing  has  occurred  in  the  field  of  Public  Health  Nursing.  Between 
eight  and  nine  thousand  nurses  are  now  engaged  in  Public  Health 
Nursing  and  fifty  thousand  are  needed.  A  complete  report  of  the 
different  sessions  which  met  throughout  the  week  from  early  in  the 
morning  until  late  in  the  evening  will  be  found  in  the  American  Jour¬ 
nal  of  Nursing. 


THE  INTER-STATE  SECRETARY. 

At  the  final  meeting*  at  the  National  Convention  in  Atlanta  the 
Cjuestion  of  giving  up  the  Interstate  Secretary  was  discussed  very 
thoroughly  and  the  feeling  seemed  quite  general  that  a  great  effort 
should  be  made  to  retain  her  for  at  least  another  year.

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NURSES’  CLUB  HOUSES. 

As  the  Chicago  Nurses’  Club  is  trying  to  get  a  concensus  of 
opinion  regarding  downtown  rooms,  it  seems  an  opportune  time  to 
revive  our  interest  in  Nurses’  Homes  and  Clubs  in  general.  From 
time  to  time  this  hardy  perennial,  in  closer  connection  with  nursing 
than  we  realize,  compels  our  attention.  Almost  two  decades  ago  a 
large  body  of  nurses  from  all  parts  met  in  our  city  at  the  Lexington 
Hotel  and  a  paper  was  written  by  one  of  St.  Luke’s  nurses,  and  read 
by  another,  on  the  housing  of  nurses,  presenting  chiefly  its  economic 
side.  There  was  great  enthusiasm  and  it  seemed  an  assured  fact 
we  should  have  in  the  near  future  a  club  for  each  of  the  large  hospi¬ 
tals,  but  some  cold  water  and  more  lukewarm  w^ater  soon  extinguished 
the  fire  then  kindled,  and  it  became  a  dead  issue. 

The  Chicag'o  Nurses’  Club  came  to  the  rescue  in  the  meantime 
and  has  been  an  untold  blessing,  but  it  could  never  be  large  enough 
for  the  whole  city.  We  ought  to  support  any  plan  they  have  for 
downtown  rooms,  for  even  if  we  had  our  own  Nurses  Clubs  they 
would  not  be  in  the  loop,  and  nurses  should  have  centrally  located 
headquarters,  as  other  organizations  have. 

This  is  too  small  a  space  to  discuss  the  question  of  a  Nurses’  Club 
in  all  its  aspects,  but  it  might  be  interesting  to  take  up  two  of  the 
great  objections  which  have  prevailed  in  preventing  the  accomplish¬ 
ment  of  this  much-needed  enterprise,  viz. :  that  it  is  not  home-like, 
and  that  it  engenders  gossip.  That  it  is  not  a  home  such  as  a  nurse 
always  knew,  or  that  two  or  more  of  congenial  tastes  might  establish, 
no  one  maintains,  but  these  are  exceptions.  The  uncertainty  of  young 
nurses’  plans  and  the  impracticability  of  having  their  families  here, 
make  it  so.  What  we  want  then  is  the  best  substitute  for  home  for 
the  large  class  who  lead  a  more  or  less  nomadic  life,  a  place  for 
transients,  a  centre  of  nursing  interest  and  such  a  place  compared 
with  a  room  in  an  apartment  up  flights  of  stairs,  through  dimly  lighted 
halls,  with  no  facilities  for  meals,  has  obviously  more  home  comforts. 

In  a  recent  Nursing  Journal  there  was  an  article  on  the  future 
of  the  private  nurse,  in  which  the  writer  made  the  statement  that  it 
was  startling  to  go  in  any  large  nurses’  dining-room  and  see  the 
anxious,  worn  appearance  of  the  special  nurses.  She  tried  to  account 
for  this  by  long  hours  and  monotony,  but  one  factor  I  think  was 
overlooked,  their  home  life.  That  communal  living  engenders  gos¬ 
sip  is  unfounded  and  unfair.  What  about  Men’s  Clubs,  Schools,  Col¬ 
leges,  the  Art  Clubs?  Are  they  afraid  to  live  together  for  fear  they 
may  discuss  music  and  the  drama?  If  people  will  gossip,  they  will  do 
so  anywhere.  A  nurse  has  a  perfect  right  to  talk  of  her  work — it  is 
normal  and  natural — and  the  private  nurses  are  the  ones  who  safe¬ 
guard  the  secrets  of  society.  If  a  farmer  were  to  meet  another  farmer 
with  a  load  of  hay,  would  he  say,  “I  wonder  if  we  can  get  our  crop 
in  before  it  rains,”  or  “What  do  you  think  of  the  Irish  question?” 

Fairy  tales  are  interesting,  though  not  founded  on  facts.  For 
the  sake  of  fancy,  let  us  imagine  we  have  slept  till  the  year  3000  A.  D. 
There  is  a  large  ho*spital  near  the  lake  surrounded  with  flower  gardens, 
the  air  is  filled  with  flying  machines.  I  alight  from  one  at  an  upper 
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entrance  of  the  building — it  is  the  teaching  centre.  If  near  enough 
I  might  hear  somthing  like  this — The  ancients  had  a  strange  way 
of  housing  their  hospital  graduates.  Instead  of  each  hospital  having 
its  centre,  nurses  lived  in  rooms  in  different  parts  of  the  great  city. 
But  how  did  they  get  them,  and  who  did  it  when  they  were  needed? 
Well,  sometimes  they  didn’t  get  them  as  living  so  uncomfortably  they 
moved  often,  but  the  superintendent  of  nurses  got  them  through  a 
telephone,  a  clumsy  instrument  the  ancients  used,  corresponding  to 
our  megaphone.  But  what  a  lot  of  work  for  her  and  for  them!  Yes, 
it  was,  and  the  records  in  the  museum  say  many  of  them  died  young. 
In  all  the  progress  being  made  in  all  branches  of  our  work  let  us 
not  be  behind  in  the  progress  of  this  important  matter — a  home  for 
the  finished  product  of  our  hospitals — the  Graduate  Nurse.

The  club  is  a  very  important  and  much  needed  organization  and 
a  great  undertaking.

If  you  are  interested  in  its 
progress  and  the  work  of  your  profession,  become  a  member  as  soon 
as  possible.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  NURSING 

The  editor  of  the  Alumnae  thought  you  might  be  interested  in 
the  special  work  I  have  been  able  to  do  for  Hinsdale  school  children. 

Although  I  have  health  supervision  over  860  children,  including 
the  high  school  and  two  parochial  schools,  the  intensive  work  was 
done  with  550  children  in  the  two  grade  schools,. 

The  children  were  weighed  monthly  and  measured  in  October 
and  May,  their  interest  stimulated  by  talks  in  every  grade  on  what 
would  make  them  well  and  strong  and  why  they  should  be  normal 
weight  for  their  heigh th.‘ 

Stars  of  different  colors  to  represent  normal  weight  or  a  gain 
were  placed  on  the  weight  charts  hung  in  each  room  with  correct 
weight  for  heighth  and  age  on  it  and  their  monthly  gain. 

Many  children  have  made  splendid  gains.  Two  boys  in  seventh 
and  eighth  grades  in  the  six  months  gained  17  and  19  pounds  respec¬ 
tively.  Many  gained  9,  10  and  12  pounds. 

We  had  a  mid-morning  lunch  of  one-half  pint  of  milk 'for  the 
under-weight  children.  Those  who  could  not  afford  to  pay  were  given 
milk  through  a  special  fund. 

Hot  lunches  at  noon  from  December  to  April  have  been  provided 
for  two  or  three  years.  This  year  the  School  Board  co-operated  with 
the  Parent-Teachers’  Association.  A  child  could  buy  a  good  nourish¬ 
ing  lunch  for  fifteen  cents,  or  if  he  brought  sandwiches,  five  cents 
would  buy  soup  or  cocoa. 

Articles  by  Dr.  Emerson,  the  nutrition  expert,  were  sent  to 
parents,  and  calorie  lists  prepared  by  him  given  to  children  who  were 
particularly  under  weight. 

Also  follow-up  work  was  done  for  the  children  who  had  physical 
defects.  Thirty-one  children  were  taken  to  oculists  by  parents  or 
school  nurse  and  twenty-eight  needed  glasses.  Eleven  children  had 
tonsils  and  adenoids  removed  and  several  more  will  have  operations 
this  summer.  Twelve  had  necessary  dental  work  done. 

Each  grade  had  a  tea  for  the  mothers  during  the  winter  and  I 
met  them  all  and  gave  a  short  talk  on  health  subjects. 

I  have  written  articles  for  the  weekly  paper  twice  a  month. 

We  have  carried  on  the  Health  Crusade  of  the  National  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Association  in  both  public  and  parochial  schools  with  good 
results. 

Every  child  is  taking  home  at  the  end  of  the  school  year  a  card 
with  his  name,  age,  weight  and  height,  and  what  he  should  weigh  to 
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be  normal,  and  the  health  rules  necessary  to  make  him  gain  at  least 
half  a  pound  a  month. 

The  most  satisfactory  thing  about  Public  Health  work  in  a  small 
community  is  that  the  nurse  sees  the  results  of  her  efforts  more  fre¬ 
quently  and  is  in  closer  touch  with  the  parents  and  can  appeal  to 
them  in  various  ways.  She  can  follow  up  a  particular  case  until  she 
gets  action. 

The  small  town  and  rural  communities  need  the  Public  Health 
Nurse  quite  as  much  as  the  cities.

SOME  OBLIGATIONS  OF  THE  LATTER  DAY  NURSE 

By  Harriet  Fulmer,  R.  N.  1895 

Brieliy  they  are  as  follows: 

1.  To  enter  the  training  school  of  her  choice,  looking  upon  it  as  an  education¬ 

al  institution,  organized  to  give  her  a  highly  specialized  profession. 

2.  Throughout  her  student  term,  to  find  out  for  herself  all  she  possibly  can 

about  the  various  branches  of  nursing  and  to  choose  early  in  the  course 
which  one  she  elects  to  follow,  making  use  of  such  opportunities  as  will 
best  fit  her  for  her  specialty. 

3.  She  should  learn  at  once  that  recognition  by  the  state  is  not  only  desirable 

but  that  legislature  enactment  has  decided  this  for  her,  hence  State  Regis¬ 
tration.  Its  history  and  mode  of  operation  should  be  looked  into.  The 
latter  day  nurse  should  write  R.  N.  after  her  signature  with  more  pride 
than  an  M.  D. 

4.  Membership  in  the  Alumnae  Association  should  be  taken  out  before  she 

leaves  the  school. 

This  done  she  automatically  becomes  a  member  of — 

(1)  The  American  Nurses  Association — (The  National  Alumnae). 

(2)  The  State  Association. 

(3)  The  District  Association,  or  reversing,  she  is  a  District,  a  State  and  a 

National  member.  Dues  $8.00. 

5.  Her  profession  is  of  such  a  character  that  she  can  only  do  good  work  and 

keep  abreast  of  the  times  by  subscribing  to  and  reading  the  professional 
Journals;  two  or  three  hours  a  month  would  cover  this.  The  Journals 
of  importance  are:  v 

(1)  The  American  Journal  of  Nursing,  owned  and  operated  by  the  Amer¬ 

ican  Nurses  Association,  subscription  price  $2.50.  After  January  1, 
1921,  $3.00.  (Better  subscribe  now).  This  Journal  contains  infor¬ 
mation  on  nursing  and  allied  interests  from  every  state  in  the  Union. 
Every  nurse  should  take  the  Journal  this  year,  1921,  as  a  memorial 
to  Miss  Palmer.  She  would  love  a  tribute  of  this  sort  more  than 
anything  else.  | 

(2)  The  Public  Health — the  only  Journal  of  its  kind  in  existence,  included 

in  a  membership  in  the  National  Organization  for  Public  Health 
Nursing,  dues  $2.00.  Even  institutional  and  private  duty  nurses 
would  benefit  by  taking  this. 

6.  Incidental  obligations  incumbent  for  obvious  reasons  are: 

(1)  National  Relief  Fund — should  receive  not  less  than  $1.00  annually  from 

every  graduate  nurse  in  America,  about  2c.  a  week.  This  fund  is 
already  doing  wonderful  service  in  caring  for  many  nurses  who 
have  been  laid  low  in  the  service  of  humanity. 

(2)  Memorial  Eund  for  the  Nightingale  School,  Bordeaux,  in  memory  of 

all  nurses  who  paid  the  supreme  sacrifice.  Less  than  $3,000  is 
needed  to  complete  America’s  pledge  of  $50,000.  One  dollar  or  $2.00 
from  each  nurse  will  soon  get  this.  Let’s  all  get  busy. 

(3)  The  Isabel  Hampton  Robb  Memorial  Eund  needs  a  pledge  of  $1.00  a 

year  from  every  graduate.  This  fund  provides  scholarships,  for 
graduates  wishing  to  do  teaching  in  Training  Schools.  The  fund  is 
$20,000.  We  must  hasten  it  to  the  $50,000.  The  need  for  thes'e 
scholarships  is*  great.  Then  this  memorial  is  to  a  great  nurse  who 
fought  for  higher  standards  of  nursing  education  in  America  and 
who  lived  to  see  many  of  her  plans  under  way.

EXTRACT  OF  A  LETTER  FROM  MISS  MILDRED  PRINGLE 

FROM  PHOENIX,  ARIZ. 

I  had  the  great  pleasure  of  attending  the  Arizona  State  Convention.  Was 
surprised  to  see  how  active  the  nurses  are,  especially  private  duty  nurses. 
There  are  only  two  schools  in  the  state.  Most  of  the  graduates  are  from  the 
larger  eastern  schools,  some  from  California.  They  have  one  drawback,  the 
‘‘practical  nurses”  with  little  or  no  training.  They  come  in  here  in  large  num¬ 
bers,  charge  all  kinds  of  prices,  and  have  all  kinds  of  ethics.  The  State  Associa¬ 
tion  is  trying  to  get  a  law  passed  requiring  all  of  these  women  to  be  registered. 
The  doctors  are  all  back  of  the  Association,  also  the  governor  and  the  state 
officials,  so  I  think  it  will  go  through.  I  met  a  Mrs.  White,  superintendent  of 
the  Pacific  Divisian  of  the  American  Red  Cross,  a  friend  of  our  Miss  Eldredge, 
and  a  Miss  Franklin,  whom  our  Miss  Fulmer  sent  out  to  El  Paso  some  eleven 
years  ago  to  organize  public  health  work.  She  spoke  very  highly  of  Miss 
Fulmer  and  of  St.  Lukes.  They  were  both  charming  women  and  doing  a  won¬ 
derful  work.  There  were  also  nurses  from  Merc5q  Presbyterian  and  Illinois 
Training  School,  as  well  as  some  former  nurses  from  V.  N,  A.  of  Chicago. 
One  hears  of  Miss  Fole3^  wherever  one  goes.  The  five  most  prominent  doctors 
in  the  city  are  fgrmcr  Cook  Countj^  Hospital  internes.
